Within the last several, t 
years I've watched the J xs 


introduction of a wonderfully 
wide variety of specialty 
threads into the marketplace, 
and now it seems like the 
selection of colors and fibers 
is almost endless. Folks like 
me are in heaven, and now 
our only problem is deciding 
which one to use!

Those of you who know me, 


know that | am enamored with 
traditional hand-crafted things. 


! enjoy finding the exact color 
of hand-dyed fiber that | need 
and | truly enjoy using fibers 
such as the Watercolours” 
featured in this design. 
Watercolours is a three 
strand pima cotton which the 
manufacturer calls “hand- 
painted.” The use of a 
handpainted, or overdyed, 
fiber will allow you to create 
your picture, with subtle 
shading placed stitch by 
patient stitch. There are 
several terms associated with 
the processes used to create 
these fibers: 


Variegated 
Typically mechanically 
done, measured sections 
of color are created by 
graduating the shading from 
light hued to dark hued within 
a color family. 
Spacedyed 
Gradient color hues ranging 
from lightest or undyed 
shades to very dark shades. 
Shadowdyed 
A darker color is applied to 
a previously dyed fiber to 
create the illusion of a 
shadowed surface. 
Overdyed 
A system of dyeing one color 
on top of, or over. a previously 
dyed color in an uneventy 
spaced manner. This method 
is done by hand and creates 
the depth of color evident in 
this design. 
Now, just a few fips to help 


you along your way and 
maybe smooth your path white 
stitching. Don't pull your fibers 
too tight, as this wili cause 
bunching in the fabric. 
especially with the heavier 
fibers. When stitching with 
overdyed fibers. you may 
complete each stitch as you 
go so you will receive the full 
effect of the different color 
shades, or you may want a 
more mottled effect. If you do, 
simply work the first half of 
your stitches across the row 
and complete the stitches by 
working back across that row 
Or for yet another shaded 
look, complete every other 
stitch in a row leaving a 
unworked stitch. Now. return 


along the row, working in the 
purposely created holes Or » 
stitcning with two or more 
fibers, reverse the direction of 
one of the fibars when 
threading your needie

It’s Fun ...1t's Easy 
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Choosing and 
Preparing Fabric 


Most counted cross-stitch 
projects are worked on 
evenweave fabrics made 
especially for counted thread 
embroidery. These fabrics 
have vertical and horizontal 
threads of uniform thickness 
and spacing. Aida cloth is a 
favorite of beginning stitchers 
because its weave forms 
distinctive squares in the 
fabric, which makes placing 
stitches easy. To determine a 
fabric’s thread count, count 
the number of threads per 
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inch of fabric. 

In addition to evenweave 
fabrics, many stitchers enjoy 
using waste canvas and 
perforated paper. Waste 
canvas is basted to clothing 
or other fabric, forming a grid 
for stitching which is later 
removed. Perforated paper 
has holes evenly spaced for 
14 stitches per inch. 

To determine the 
dimensions of a stitched 
design on any fabric, use this 
formula: number of stitches 
across design area + number 
of threads per inch of fabric = 
size of fabric in inches. 


Starting, Stitching and Stopping 
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Complete the Cross-Stitch by 


inserting the needle in the remaining 
corner of lhe square; pull Ihe needie 
through to the underside, forming an X

Begin stitching by bringing your 
needie up from the underside of 
fabric at starting point. Hold about 
1° of thread behind fabric and stitch over 
it, securing it with the first few stitches

Make all the top crosses on your

Add at least 3" to all 
outside edges of design area 
measurements, or cut fabric 
to measurements listed in the 
Materials section. For 
example, if your design area 
is 6" x 8", fabric should be cut 
at least 12" x 14". Cut fabric 
evenly along horizontal and 
vertical threads. To prevent 
raveling, hand overcast or 
machine zigzag the 
edges of fabric. 

To find the center of the 
fabric, fold in half vertically 
and horizontally. Mark center 
with a pin. Find the center of 
the graph by following the 
arrows to the center point. 
Most stitchers prefer starting 
at or near the center point. 


Preparing Floss 


Six-strand embroidery floss 
is used except where noted. 
Each pattern includes floss 
numbers for DMC and Anchor. 
The six strands of floss are 
easily separated, and the 
number of strands used is 
given in instructions. Cut 
strands in 14°-18" lengths. 

When separating floss, 
always separate all six strands, 
then recombine the number of 
strands needed. To colorfast 
red floss tones, which 
sometimes bleed, hold floss 
under running water until water 
runs clear. Allow to air dry. 
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Make the top half of a Cross-Stitch 

by bringing the needle up through 

the fabric at the corner point of the 
same square, 
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To finish a thread, run the needle 

under the back side of several sutche2s 

and clio. Threads carried across tne 
back of unworked areas may show through to 
tha front, so do not carry threads. Finish off 
and stant again inthe next section
